are filed.

rapidly.

tions in each roll. 


One roll of the plan* was opened 
upon receipt here and persons who 
have seen the front elevation of the 
building are convinced that the city 
did right in waiting a year in order

from many government buildings in 
several respects although the gen­ 
eral outline i- the same.

Mobile, Ala., Sept. 30.—The ^entire 
Mississippi gulf coast was swept by 
the worst tropical hurricane in that 
section in y ears. 
All wires in New 
Orleans are down, and the train serv ­ 
ice has been annuled. 
The last direct word from New O r ­ 
leans, receiv ed here by long distance 
telephone, said that the wind had at­ 
tained a v elocity of six ty miles an 
hour and that the barometer had fallen 
to 28.9 4. 
Indications then were that 
the center of the storm would pass 
west of New Orleans, turning slightly 
to the east. 
The Louisv ille & Nash­ 
v ille railroad has canceled all trains 
between Mobile and New Orleans. 
Late reports by wireless indicate 
that there may be considerable loss 
of life. 
The 
wind reached a v elocity of 
ninety miles an hour at one time dur­ 
ing the day . 
After that all communi­ 
cation with New Orleans was cut off 
A wireless message from the South­ 
ern Pacific Liner Creole, in the lower 
Mississippi riv er, below New Orleans, 
announces

away in that v icinity . 
Houses hav e 
been washed away and dead bodies 
seen floating in the stream. 
No esti­ 
mate of the number of dead, howev er, 
was giv en.

Automobiles were used to take peo­ 
ple into New Orleans from that sec­ 
tion.

The p o lice theo ry is that a sp y , in­ 
tending to blo w u p the v essel, went 
abo ard at an early ho u r and hid the 
ex p lo siv e, as all the reserv ists are 
searched befo re the v essels bo u nd fo r 
Italy , sail. 
After being searched, it is 
believ ed the sp y ex p ected to secret 
the dy namite in a v ital p art o f the 
ship and blo w the v essel u p .

In Another Skirm ish W ith American 
Marines In Hayti. 
Washingto n, 
Sep t. 
2 9 . — Ano ther 
skirmish between American marines 
and Hay tiens was rep o rted to the nav y 
dep artment by Rear Admiral Cap erto n. 
One Caeo s chief was killed in 
the 
fighting which o ccu rred 
near Cap e 
Hay tien. 
The bru sh o ccu rred when Co lo nel 
Co le, with a marine detachment, went 
to Qu artier Mo rin fro m Cap e Hay tien.
